Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Richard R. Michaud on February 3rd, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Delete claim 1 and insert the following for claim 1 : 

-1. (currently amended) A method for carrying out payment processes, in which: 
a cash register transmits a payment demand wirelessly via a first link to a mobile device 
of a customer, 

the mobile device checks the payment demand, 

if the mobile device checking result is positive, the mobile device generates a payment 
instruction from the payment demand, 

if the mobile device checking result is negative, no payment instruction is generated, 
the mobile device transmits the payment instruction via a second link to a payment 

center, 

the payment center checks the payment instruction, 

if the payment center checking result is positive, the payment center sends a confirmation 
directly to the cash register via a third link, 
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if the payment center checking result is negative, no payment confirmation is sent, 
the cash register checks the payment confirmation 

if the cash register checking result is positive, indicate said cash register checking result 
and release goods to be paid for, 

if the cash register checking result is negative, the goods are not released. 

In claim 8, line 2, after used as, delete "the" and insert -a- and again after "used as", 
delete "the" and insert -a— and in line 3, delete "interference" and insert - interface — 
In claim 9, line 7, after "the", delete "receiving" and insert - second — 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-6, 8 and 9 are allowed now renumbered as 1-8. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references, either singularly or in combination, teaches or even suggests the 
totality of combined elements as claimed: 

As per claims 1-6 and 8, a method for carrying out payment process, in which a payment 
center checks the payment instruction, if the payment center checking result is positive, the 
payment center sends a confirmation directly to the cash register via a third link, if the payment 
center checking result is negative, no payment confirmation is sent, the cash register checks the 
payment confirmation and if the cash register checking result is positive, indicates said cash 
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register checking result and releases goods to be paid for, if the cash register checking result is 
negative, the goods are not released. 

As per claim 9, a cash register for cashless payment having the following features: a 
checking facility directly connected to the transmitting agent, the receiving agent and a releasing 
agent and wherein the checking facility receives the payment demand and the payment 
confirmation, checks the authenticity of the payment confirmation and also checks whether the 
payment confirmation matches the payment demand, and wherein the checking facility forwards 
the result of the checking facility to the releasing agent which outputs a message to an operating 
person via an output device or releases goods output. 

The closest prior arts do not disclose the above limitations. 

Smith et al (US 6,487,540) disclose a system and method for the generation, 
transmission, storage and manipulation of electronic receipts that communicate itemized 
purchase transaction information. The system comprises wireless vendor devices and wireless 
purchaser devices which transmit electronic receipts at a point-of-sale for documentation of a 
purchase transaction, 

Hultgren (WO 98/47116) discloses tele/data communications network which facilitates 
payment/transfer from a customer financial institution to a merchant account of a merchant 
financial institution. The service node (TSN) acquires a merchant identifier and transaction 
amount from a customer mobile station, sends a transaction verification request message to both 
the customer mobile station and the merchant terminal.
